' While far from final positions, 
they appeared to offer means of 
bridging the differences that have 
arisen among the Western allies. 


BRITISH OKAY FORCE 


Most significant, it is believed, 
is that the British have agreed 
to the principle of using force if 
necessary to overcome an attempt 
to deny the Western powers ac- 
cess to Berlin. ; 


Previously the British had said 
an airlift must be tried first. But 
by spelling out in personal con- 
versation what he — and the 
French and Germans — had in 
mind by using force if necessary 
Dulles made it possible for Prime 
Minister Macmillan to go along 
in spite of his worries about the 
Labor opposition. 

What Dulles made clear was 
that he did not mean that at the 
first sign of trouble the Wesfern 
forces Should crash through to 
Berlin with guns blazing. He did 
mean detailed listing of contin- 
gencies. 


DETAILS REMAIN 


These contingencies have yet to 
be fully broken down, and further 
differences are likely to arise in 
deciding what action should be 
taken in each type of case. 


For instance, if the East Ger- 
mans were to blow up a bridge 
on the road to Berlin, Western 


‘forces might send in engineers 


to rebuild it. If no one tried to 
stop the engineers they would do 
their job without violence. But 
if necessary they would use force 
to get it done. 


The same principle would apply 


to removal of trees or other road- 
blecks impeding Western traffic. 


MILITARY STUDY SEEN 


If an East German policeman 
attempted to hold up a convoy he 
might be simply pushed aside, or 


knocked down, depending on what 
was necessary. Shooting would be 
a last resort. 

The details of such contingency 
planning must be worked out by 
military experts. But no military 
conference is planned for the 
time being. Consultation is go- 
ing on among the capitals by 
cable. The British gesture in 
sending to Washington a high 
military official — who departed 
last week without having got an 
appointment at the Pentagon — 
was considered by the American, 
French and Germans to be pre- 
mature.

4.7 Million Jobless in U.S, 
Worst January Since “41 


WASHINGTON (#—More Americans were unem- 
ployed last month than in any January since before 


World War II. 


The government reported Tues- 
day that unemployment in Janu- 
ary rose by 616,000 to 4,724,000. 
This is 230,000 more than in Janu- 
ary last year, in the midst of the 
recession. Unemployment then 
was recorded at 4,404,000.

Employment also declined last 
month. It dropped by 1,267,000 to 
62,700,000. This was ascribed in 
the monthly report of the Com- 
merce and Labor Departments 
primarily to release of extra 
Christmas season retail store and 
postal workers and to further cur- 
tailment in outdoor work. 


Many of these temporary holi- 
day workers are not seeking new 
jobs. This explains why unemploy- 
ment did not increase as much 
as employment declined. 


President Eisenhower referred 
to increasing unemployment at his 
news conference and remarked 
that it was characteristic for eco- 
nomic recoveries to be spotty. He 
forecast a job pickup as the year 
goes along. 


Eisenhower also said the jobless 
increase last month was “really 
less than seasonal factors would 
normally compel.” As for the re- 
covery picture generally, Eisen- 
hower said “here and there things 


look fine. and in others, they are | 


not so good. But I say this, never 
with any level of that kind could 
you say that you should be happy 
with it or content with it.”

Dulles Hospitalized, 
Waits for Surgery 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Secretary of State Dulles 
went to the hospital Tuesday for another serious opera- 
tion. President Eisenhower gave him a glowing send- 
off and urged Americans to “pray for his early re-

Thera was a call in Congress 
for a truce on criticism of for- 
eign .

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isan Commissioner Dixon 
Oxford said Tuesday the new or- 
der affecting sales taxes paid by 
interstate businesses will bring in 
“considerably more’ revenue 
than originally anticipated. 


Oxford originally estimated the 
order would result in more than 
one million dollars annually in 
additional taxes. He said Tuesday 
that while he now believes the 
increased revenue will be even 
greater, it would be hard to esti- 
mate the amount. 


“But we have found out that in 
gome cases it is going to result 
in tremendous increases in sales 
tax payments paid by certain 
firms,” he said. 


Gov. Vandiver issued the order 
last week, It requires that busi- 
nesses pay the full 3 per cent tax 
on all personal property bought 
and delivered in Georgia even if 
the property is only partially used 
in this state. 


Prior to the order, businesses 
were allowed to use an apportion- 
ment formula under which they 
paid sales tax only on the amount 
of property used in the state. 
Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook ruled 
that a State Supreme Court deci- 


| 


sion of Jan. 12, 1959, invalidated 
the formula and required full tax 
payment. 


The transportation and insur- 
ance industries are hardest hit 
md the order, according to Ox- 
ord. 


The commissioner said that 
since the order, was issued, he 
has found that one air line com- 
pany will have a sales tax bill 
about 15 times higher. 


He said that on some purchases, 
which totaled about $180,000 last 
year, the company was taxed on 
a base of a little more than 
$9,000—or less than 6 per cent of 
total purchases. On purchases of 
other goods used entirely in the 
state, the company paid the 3 per 


‘cent tax on the gross purchases. 
“It averaged out that the compa-. 


ny will have to pay a sales tax 
bill about 15 times higher,” Ox 
ford said. 


Oxford said he had received no 
complaints about Vandiver’s or- 
der. The governor had pointed 
out that under the Supreme Court 
decision and subsequent ruling of 
the attorney general, he had no 
choice but to issue the order.

He said that any non- 
registered businesses could es- 
cape prosecution by voluntarily 
registering and paying delinquent 
taxes, plus penalty and interest.

™ Fulton County legislators apparently 
‘have resolved the nagging issue of pro- 
viding municipal services for the Sandy 
Springs area by proposing a bill which 
‘would leave it up to residents whether or 
‘not to become part of the city itself. 

This seerns to be a sensible solution 
and a way to prevent unnecessary bitter« 
ness. Sandy Springs is a delightful sub- 
urban community which actually has 
become an extension of the City of At- 


. Janta and because of its rapid develop- 


ment needs complete urban services. It 
can have most such services under con- 
tract with the city itself but certainly at 
no less cost. 

The Plan of Improvement was adopted 

to prevent overlapping of urban services 
provided by the city and county and thus 
to prevent double taxation for such serv- 
fces. This, of course, still seems fair and 
it has been established rather well that 
gounty governments cannot provide urban 
éervices as efficiently as can cities. 
* ‘The argument over a bill which would 
place a five-mill ceiling on tax levies 
for fire protection in the area precipitated 
té present showdown. Citizens have pe- 
fitioned that Sandy Springs be made a 
fire district under contract with Atlanta. 
But they want cost of providing such 
service limited by law. Atlanta officials 
object that five mills would not pay the 
cost and that the difference would have 
to be made up through local funds. 

Whether or not this is the case, the 
area does need fire protection. If ur- 
ban services are to be provided on a piece- 
meal basis, why not go ahead with annex- 
ation and secure them all in one package? 

Citizens of the 25-square-mile area 
will hold a mass meeting on Feb. 14 to 
give legislators a chance to hear their 
views. There has been considerable senti- 
ment for annexation and, of course, there 
are those who are opposed. We believe 
that annexation would mean better serv- 
ices and greater satisfaction for the whole 
area. 

At any rate, the county commission- 
ers and the legislative delegation should 
let the people themselves decide. Jt, 
would be the most realistic way of set - 
tling the controversy. without creating 
unnecessary and lasting bitterness. Atlan- 
tans would welcome the fine people of 
Sandy Springs as full-fledged partners of 
a fine city.

Dulles’ Absence Leaves 
Authority Unchanged 


Secretary of State Dulles has taken 
an indefinite leave of absence to have a 
hernia operation and to recover from an 
intestinal disorder which has plagued him 
for a number of months, This third illness 
for the secretary in. two years at a time 
of crucial foreign policy decisions is most 
untimely. 

It is to the secretary’s credit that he 
has refused to give up and that he has en- 
dangered his life by insisting upon return- 
ing to his job in spite of his condition. He 
has demonstrated amazing stamina for a 
man of 70. 


At present, however, Washington is 
concerned lest Dulles’ illness interfere 
with conduct of foreign policy at a time 
when the.latter scarcely can be afforded. 
His leave of absence, for instance, leaves 
no clearcut chain of responsibility. As in 
past illnesses, he is expected to continue 
to hold the reins from his hospital bed. 


In insisting that he be available for 
consultation during his illness, Dulles 
thus holds his prerogative as chief archi- 
tect and adviser to the administration on 
foreign policy. Assistant Secretary Herter 
thus is checkmated in making any real 
decisions. 


The nation hopes, of course, that 
Dulles will recover quickly if he insists 
upon being the last word in foreign policy. 
Otherwise, someone should be given the 
authority as well as the responsibility 
which the job of being secretary of state 
entails. Under President Eisenhower it 
involves being policy maker, presidential 
adviser and chief negotiator. And that’s a 
large order for the healthiest of men.

Boosts Cotton Outlook 


The National Cotton Council, at its 
annual convention which ended here yes- 
terday, scrutinized the industry’s out- 
look at length. : 

The appraisal on the whole was real- 
istic. It indicated that domestic consump- 
tion for this fiscal year is headed upward 
but the gain is not expected to offset a 
decline in the foreign market. 

However, the long-range picture is en- 
hanced considerably by the stress being 
accorded to the importance of stepping up 
activity in the field of research. 

A shining example cited at the con- 
vention of what can be accomplished in 
this connection was the development cf 
wash-and-wear fabric finishes. This is 
regarded as the biggest boon to the cot- 
ton industry in 50 years and as the reason 
cotton has made strong competitive gains 
in the market of apparel fabrics during 
the past year. 

Speakers at the meeting here correct- 
ly viewed further research of extensive 
scope as the key to lowering production 
costs of cotton and creating new uses 
for it. 

Such developments would be most 
welcome in Georgia where cotton, de- 
spite its decline as an agricultural com- 
modity, remains a major crop and where 
the textile industry is one of the largest 
employers. :

It will make 
him feel not only the social but 
also the spiritual values of his 
endeavors. 

I find that many of the social 
workers I have known are pro- 
fessing Christians, and I think 
many of them have become soci- 
ologists because of their Christian 
conviction that we ought to serve 
mankind. I wonder if sociology, as 
a science of society, would have 
ever come about were it not for 
Christianity’s long insistence that 
the strong ought to help the weak.

A bill designed to keep public 
records open to the public and 
the press cleared the Senate Ju 
diciary Committee Tuesday. 


But before the vote the commit- 
tee declared an executive session 
to exclude reporters from part 
of the discussion. 


The substance of the bill is 
generally in keeping with cam- 
paign promises of both Gov. Van- 
diver and Lt, Gov. Byrd to keep 
records of the public’s business 
open to the public.

gia voter records. 


But Sen. Eldridge W. Perry of 
Buena Vista, author of the bill, 
and Harvey pion ig secretary 
of the Georgia Press Association, 
told the committee such would 
not be the: case. 


Sen. Douglas Carlisle of Macon 
said he had a comment to make 
on the proposal and asked report- 
ers covering the committee meet- 
ing if they would keep his re- 
marks off the record. 


Newsmen , indicated that any- 
thing said in a public meeting was 
subject to being quoted and the 
committee went into executive 
session on Carlisle’s motion. 


INVITED BACK 


After a brief session, the re 
porters were invited back into 
the meeting. The committee im- 
mediately approved an amend- 
ment which slightly watered down 
the original version of the bill. 


As written, the bill provided 
that public officials who keep 
public records closed in violation 
of the measure could be subject 
to impeachment and could be 
punished for a misdemeanor. 


The amendment struck out the 
provision for impeachment. 
The committee then voted the 
bill out as amended with a ree 
ommendation it be passed in the 
Senate. 


In other action Tuesday, the 
Senate okayed an administration 
bill providing that highway con- 
tracts ‘may be negotiated at a 
price no higher than the average 
bid prices for similar work in 
the previous six months. 


The upper house also o Sass 
a legislative package aimed at 
strengthening highway safety 
laws. One bill would clarify au- 
thority of the state patrol to en- 
force no-passing regulations.

of Wilkes met with the Gov- 
ernor’s Forum for Women Tues- 
day.

The resolution is adopted 
from a portion of the Alaskan 
statehood bill which provides 
control of the schools to remain 
exclusively in the state itself.

“Wouldn't this bill set aside 
not only the 14th Amendment 
but also the other 10?” asked 
Mrs. Louise Pfeutze, national 
vice president of the YWCA., 
“After all, it reads, ‘NOTHING 
shall be construed in this Con- 
stitution to deny the residents 
thereof this right’ ‘to keep 
schools administered exclusive- 
ly by the states). I know it is 
directed at the 14th Amendment 
but it really includes all of 
thern the way it is worded.” 


Rep. Orr was vague in an- 
swer to this charge but assert- 
ed that the bill sought only 
states’ rights concerning admin- 
istration of schools. 


SUPREME COURT 


Another question asked if Tal- 
madge’s resolution didn’t at 
least imply that the Supreme 
Court was the law of the land 
by adding that this was the 
only solution. 


“I don’t think so,”” said Rep. 
Orr, who maintained that the 
decision of the Supreme Court 
was only the law of the case. 
“I think it just.-means that the 
judicial department is going to 
enforce this decision and there

When asked what would hap- 
pen to the schools of Georgia 
until this resolution could be 
adopted and if the resolution 
were not adopted, Rep. Orr 
sighed: 


SEPARATE SCHOOLS 


“I wish I knew. I believe 
separate schools is the feeling 
of the state. But I don’t know 
if they would accept what has 
happened in Virginia and Ar- 
kansas, But then, we have been 
talking but we haven't had 
closed schools.”’ 


Among the other questions 
fired at Rep. Orr was “‘Aren’t 
we unrealistic even to hope the 
other states will adopt this res- 
olution and to think we could 
get it passed in a few years? 


“I believe if it were submit- 
ted to the people, they would 
prefer to control schools them- 
selves,” said Rep. Orr. “And 
as for the time element, I think 
the time has come for us to 
try this.”

CHANGE SENTENCES

“repeal of the laws that allow 
juries to fix sentences, and the 


accomplishments” of the cur- 
rent system, which is just two 
years old, but declared more 
needs to be done. They believe 
‘probation officers should be 
selected through a merit exami- 
nation and not be appointed as 
a reward for political activity.” 


“Since some of the probation 
officers have never had training 
in social work,” a spokesman 
said, ‘“‘we urge that the Univer- 
sity of Georgia offer extension 
courses to them and juvenile 
police officers.

Pernicious anemia usually has 
an onset of weakness, sore 
tongue, tingling, numbness and 
pallor.

is called ‘“‘the intrinsic factor.’ 
In the normal person it is be- 
lieved this factor acts upon an 
extrinsic factor in the diet to 
form something that is necessary 
for red cells in the blood to ma- 
ture. That substance is thought 
‘to be stored in the liver. It is 
probable that the intrinsic factor 
makes it possible for the ex- 
trinsic factor to be absorbed. 


It has also been found that 
Vitamin B12 is apparently iden- 
tical with the “extrinsic factor.” 
In the formation of red blood 
cells it is believed that Vitamin 
Bi2 helps the immature cells 
formed in the bone marrow to 
divide and form new cells. 


When the “extrinsic factor” is 
absent, this development of the 
red cells does not occur and the 
immature cells just grow big 
but do not proceed to divide. 
Hence this type of anemia is 
| classified as a macrocytic form, 
“a large cell anemia.” 


The dramatic discovery that 
liver contains the extrinsic factor 
provided one of the most exciting 
incidents of the medicine of this 
century. A di which—up to 
that time in the 1920s—had been 
often slowly but always surely 
fatal was now ble by 
liver in the diet or injections 
of liver. Some of us had patients, 
whom we had come to know also 
as dear friends, who died of this 
disease only days or weeks be- 
fore the discovery of liver as the 
controlling influence.

South’s Hope, 
McGill Says

LEXINGTON, K¥.—Ralph Mc- 
Gill declared Tuesday night that 
the South’s hope lay in the new 
political leadership that would 
emerge from “the great travail 
and agony of soul’’.stirred by the 
civil rights controversy. 


McGill, editor of The Atlanta 
Constitution, said that leadership 
would “‘be more in tune with the 
industrial South and the future 
which such a civilization pro- 
duces.”” He added: 


“It will open new and better 
schools, not close them. . .” 


However, he noted that the 
short-range outlook in the Deep 
South was grim, with the possibil- 
ity that public education might 
be abolished in some states. 


He pointed out that despite the 
area’s progress its educational 
system remained inadequate. ‘‘To 
be willing to destroy the advances 
made is almost too fantastic to 
be believed at a time when the 
need for more and better edu- 
cation has been violently thrust 
upon us,” he asserted. 


McGill’s remarks came in the 
Blazer lecture, which he deliver- 
ed to students and faculty mem- 
bers here at the University of 
Kentucky.

Speaking earlier, Sen. Russell 
warned of dangers which threat- 
ened the United States—‘‘the 
Communist. giant from without” 
and centralized government from 
within, Both, he said, could elim- 
inate the American way of life as 
we know it, 


The Senator declared that the 
nation could not afford to balance 
the budget at the expense of na- 
tional defense. He said that man 
cannot undertake to measure his 
life in terms of dollars. 


“Strength, power, might—these 
are the only language the leaders 
of the Kremlin understand,” the 
Senator told the crowd. 


HITS CENTRALIZATION 


Centralization of government 
power resulting in ‘‘push-button” 
control of the states from Wash- 
ington, D.C., were described by 
the Senator as insidious dangers 
from within the United States. 


Russell said that. our forefath- 
ers knew the dangers of tyranny 
because they had lived under it. 
They were careful, he said, to 
provide the government with 
checks and balances that are “‘the 
genius of the American system.”’ 


“The states created the federal 
government; the federal govern- 
ment did not create the states.” 
Spontaneous applause greeted 
these words by Russell. ‘The 
rights of the federal government 
were spelled out and limited,” he 
added. 


RIGHTS TAKEN AWAY 


The rights of one group of peo- 
ple are being taken away under 
the label of Civil Rights, accord- 
ing to the Senator, under the pre- 
text of giving greater rights to 
another group of people. 


To the cotton men, Russell 
pledged continued support in their 
campaign for adequate research. 
He said that research was the 
hope of cotton’s future—one that 
would eliminate the boll weevil 
from the three-way competition 
involving the farmer and the syn- 
thetics market. 


Controlling weeds, disease, and 
insects would reduce cotton-pro- 
ducing costs as much as 12 cents 
a pound according to experts, the 
senator said. He said that the boll 
weevil alone was responsible for 
the loss of one bale of cotton in 
seven.

The ball should fit snugly into the palm 
of the hand after the thumb and finger (or fingers) have been 
inserted. 


Chubby fingers are most difficult to fit. I suggest a three-fin- 
gered ball with a full western pitch, the finger holes drilled at half 
pitch, and the thumb at quarter pitch for a more secure grip with- 
out friction at point of ball release. 


The important thing is that the ball be gripped securely enough 
for control, yet not so tight as to place undue strain on the fingers.
